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DETAILED ACTION 

1. The amendment filed on 12/20/2005 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by an- 
other filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted 
on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant 
for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall 
have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the 
international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) of such 
treaty in the English language. 

Claims 25-28 and 30-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by SUMMERFELT ET AL. (5,566,045). 

The Figure 23 embodiment of Summerfelt et al. discloses a lower electrode of a ca- 
pacitor in a semiconductor device, comprising a first layer 34 comprising TiN (note Ta- 
ble, column 12), a material that serves as a barrier against the diffusion of impurities 
from a lower, semiconductor (note Table, column 1 1) substrate 30; a second layer 66 
formed over the first layer 34, the second layer 66 may comprise RUO2 (note the table 
entry for layer 66), a material that is, by applicants' admission, easy to pattern; and a 
third layer 68 formed over the top and side surfaces of the second layer 66 and the side 
surfaces of the first layer 34, the third layer 68 may comprise Pt (note the table entry for 
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layer 68), a material having, by applicants 1 admission, low leakage current properties. 
With further regard to claims 25-28 Summerfelt et al.'s Figure 23 embodiment discloses 
that first layer 34 is formed on top of (not within a plug in) insulating layer 32 and is thus 
formed in the shape of a plate (so that it does not require an additional planarization). 
With further regard to claims 30-34 Summerfelt et al/s Figure 23 embodiment discloses 
that first layer 34 is formed over a polysilicon (note Table, column 12) conductive plug 
52 formed in an insulating (note Table, column 10) film 32. Note figure 23 and the table 
spanning columns 1 0-1 3 of Summerfelt et al. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 25-28 and 30-34 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 29 and 35 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
